again by the Supremo Court nf thu United 
States with pcifcet unanimity. Iti 8 found- 
ed upon an c\j>ro-.s provision of the Consti- 
tution, requiring that the fugitive slaves 
who escape from service in one State to an- 
other, shall he delivered up to their masters. 
Without this provision, it is a well known 
historical fact that the Constitution itself 
could never have been adopted by the con- 
vention. In one form or another under 
the acts of 1793 or 13oO, both being sub- 
TStantiully the same, tbe Fugitive Slav'oL.v.v 
has been the law of the land from the days 
if Washington to tho present moment.

Those terms, 
I hare ewy reason to know, are highly 
(aiinTaetory to the holders of the Cuban 
Claims- Indeed, they have made n formal 
offer, authorizing the State Department to 
acttlo their claim", and to dcduot thc amount 
of the Amistad claims from the sums which 
they are entitled to receive from Spain. 
This offer of course, can not be accepted. 
All other claims of citizens of 'he United 
Slates against Spnin, or of subjects of the 
Queen of Spain against the United States, 
including the Amistad claim, were by this 
Conrention referred to the Board of Corn- 
mifsioners in tho nsual form. 
Neither the 


validity ef the Amistacl claim nor any other 
claim against either party, with the single 
exception of the Cuban claims, wns recog- 
nized by the Convention. 
Indeed, the 


Spanish Government did not insist that 
the validity of tbe Amistnd claim should be 
thus recognized notwithstanding its pay- 
ment bad been recommended to Congress 
i»y two of my predecessors, as well as by 
myself, and an appropriation for that pur- 
iwse had passed the Senate of the United 
States. They wore content that it shc-nld 
be submitted to the Board for cxaminavicr 
and decision like thc other claim.*. 
Both 


Governments were bound respectively to 
pay tbe amounts awarded to tho several 
claimants, at such limes and places as may 
be fixed by and according to the tenor of 
said awards, nnd transmitted by this Con- 
vention to the Senate fur tJicir constitution- 
al action. On ths Od of May 1-SCO, nnd on 
the 27th of tho succeeding June, they de- 
termined that they would not advise any 
consent to its ratification. 
These proceed- 


ing place our relations with Spain in an 
•wkward And embarrassing position. It is 
more than probable that a final adjustment 
of these claims will devolve upon my suc- 
cessor. 
I reiterate thc recommendation 


contained in my annual message of Dccem 
ber, 1859, and repeated in lhat of December, 
1859, in favor of tho acquisition of Cuba 
from Spain by fair purchase. I firmly be- 
lieve that such an acquisition would con- 
tribute essentially to tho well-win™ and 
prosperity of both countries in all future 
time, as well as prove the certain means of 
immediately abolishing the African fliivc 
trade throughout thc world. I would not 
repeat this recommendation upon thc pres- 
ent occasion if I believed that the transfer 
of Cuba to the United States, upon condi- 
tions highly favorable to Spain, could justly 
tarnish the national honor of thc proud 
and ancient Spanish monarchy. Surely no 
person ever attributed to the first Napoleon 
• disregard of thc national honor of France 
for transferring Louisiana to the United 
Suites for n fair equivalent, both in money I 
and commercial advantage".

The exchange of thc ratification* of the 


Convention with «he Republic of'Jfew 
Grenada, signed at Washington on the 10th 
of September, 1857, has been long delayed 
frnm accidental causes, for which neither 
party is censurable. These ratifications 
were duly exchanged in this city on the 5th 
of Novembisr last. Thus has a controveisy 
been amicably terminated, which had be- 
come fo ferious at the period of my inaug- 
uration as loreqnirome, on the 17th April, 
1857, to direct onr Minister to demand his 
passports and retarn to thc United States. 
Under this condition, thc Government of 
New Grenada has specially acknowledged 
itself lo ow« our citizens for damages which 
wore caused by tho riot at Panama on thc 
3 5th of April, 1850. 
These claims, togeth- 


er with other claims of our citizens which 
had been long urged in vain, are referred 
for adjustment to a board of Commission- 
ers. 
I snbmi t a copy of thc Convention to 


'Congress,-imd recommend (he-legislation 
necessary.lo carry it into effect. . 


Persevering efforts have been made for 


thc adjustment of the claims of American 
citizens npuinsfc the Government of Costa 
Rica, and 3 nin happy to inform you that 
these have iinally prevailed : n Convention 
was signed at the city of San Jose, on Ihe 
2d of July last, between the Minister resi- 
dent of the United States in Costn Rica, 
and the Plenipotentiaries of thnt Kcpublic, 
referring these claims to « Board of Com- 
missioners, and providing for payment of 
their awnrJa. 'i'hi^ Convention will be 
submitted to thc Scnnle for their Constitu- 
tional action. 
Thc claims of our citizens 


upon the Republic of Nicaragua, have not 
yet been piovided for by treaty, although 
diligent efforts for this purpose havo been 
made by onr minister resident in that Re- 
public. Tliese aro still continued with a 
fair prospcisl of (.UCCCSP. 


Our relations with Mexico remain in a 


most unsatisfactory condition. 
In iyiy two 


last uuJlt>iil messages I discussed estcnsive- 
l'v the «nl'j(ct of those relations, and tlo not 
now propo.,o to repent lil length the facts 
and arguments then presented. They prov- 
ed conclusively that our citizens residing in 
Mexico nnd our merchants trading thereto, 
have suffered a series of wrongs and out- 
rages such ".s \vehavenevcrpaticntlyborne 
from any nation. For these, our successive 
ministers, invoking the faith of treaties, 
had, in the name of their country, persist- 
ently demanded redress and indemnification, 
but without the slightest effect. Indeed, 
so confident had the Mexican authorities 
been, because of our patient endurance, 
that they universally believed they might 
commit their outrages upon American citi- 
zens with absolute impunity. 
Thus wrote 


onr Minister in 1856, nnd expressed the 
opinion that nothing but a manifestation of 
the powers of thc government «nd of its 
purpose to pnniah these wrongs would avail. 
Afterwards, in 1857, came the adoption of 
a new Constitution for Mexico, the choice 
of it President and a Congress ntder its 
provisions, and the inauguration of a Pres- 
ident within one short month. However, 
the President was expelled from the capital 
by a rebellion in the army, and tho supreme 
power of the Republic was assigned to Gen. 
Xnloaga. This usurper was in his turn, 
soon compelled to retire from tho place by 
General Mirnmon. Under the Constitution 
which had thus been adopted, Gen. Juarez, 
ns Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, be- 
came thc lawful President of thc Republic, 
and it was for the maintenance of the Con- 
stitution, and his authority derived from it, 
that the civil war commenced, and still 
continues to be prosecuted.

the year 1?,")8, thc Constitutional party 
grow stronger anil stronger. In the previous 
history of Mexico a successful military rev- 
olution lit the capital had most universally 
been tiic signal for submission throughout 
the Kepublic.

thc respective Chinese collectors ofthc cus 
toms of those poi-ts, to the agent selected 
by our minister to receive tho same.

that time tho claims of our citizens have 
been adjusted by the board of commissioners 
appointed for tbat purpose under the net of 
" arch 3d, 1859 ; and their awards, which 
proved satisfactory to the claimants, have 
been approved by our minister ; in the 
aggregate, they amount to thc sum of 
$498,G94 78. The claimants havo already 
received a large proportion of the sums 
awarded to them, out of thc fund provided, 
and it is confidently expected that tha re- 
mainder will, ere long, bo entirely pnid. 
After the claims shall have been satisfied,

ported articles to which these can properly 
be applied. 
From long observation and 


experience, I am convinced that specific 
duties are necessary, both to protect Ihe 
revenue, and to secure to our manufactur- 
ing interest that amount of incidental en- 
couragement which results from a revenue 


lu Ibis, surely no person would objecl. The 
frumers of ihe existing tarift'liavegupie fur- 
iher, and in a liberal spirit have discrim n- 
aled in favor of largo and useful branches 
ol our manufacturers—nol by raising ihe 
rate of duties upon the importation o( sim- 
ilar articles from abroad, bul, wlial is (he 
some in efi'ecl, by "admitting articles free of 
duly which enter inlo the composition of 
(heir fabrics. 


Under the presenl system it has been oft- 


en truly remarked that Ihis incidental pro- 
leclion decreases when the munufaclurer 
needs it most and increases when he needs 
il least,and constilules aelidingscale which 
always operales ogainsl him. The reve- 
nues of the counlry are subject lo similar 
iluclualions, inslead of approaching a slcady 
standard as would be llie case under a sys- 
tem of specific dulies. They sink and rise 
with thc sinking and rising prices of llie ar- 
ticles in foreign countries. 
Il svould nol be 


(iifficull for Congress lo arrange a system 
of specific duties which would afford addi- 
tional stability both to our revenue and man- 
ufacturers, ai:d without injury or injustice 
to any interest of the country. This might 
be accomplished by ascertaining thc avor- 
uge value of any given article for a series 
of years al ihe place of cxporlalion, and 
by simply converting Ihe rale of ad valo- 
rum duty upon it which might be deemed 
necessary for revenue purposes in the form 
of a specific duty. 'Such an arrangement 
could not injure llie consumer ; if he sho'd 
pay a greater amount of duly one year Ihis 
would be counlerbaliniced ihe next, and in 
Ihe aggregate would be Ihe same. I desire 
lo call your immediale attention to the 
present condition of the Treasury, so ably 
and clearly presented,by tho Secretary in 
his report lo Congress, and lo recommend 
lhat measures be promptly adopted to ena- 
ble it lo discharge ils present obligations. 
The other recommendations of ihe report 
are well worlhy of your favorable consid- 
eration. 


1 herewilh Iransmit lo Congress the re- 


ports of the Secretary of War, of Ihe Na- 
vy, of the Inlerior, and of the Postmaster 
General. 
The recommendations and sug- 


geslions which Ihcy conlain are highly val- 
uable, and deserve your' careful altention. 


The report of the Postmaster General 


delnils the circumslances under which Cor- 
nelius Vanderbill, on my request, agreed, in 
Ihe monlli of July last, to carry Ihe Ocean 
mails between ihe Ailantic 'and Pacific 
coasts. Had he not thus acted, this impor- 
tant inter-oceanic communication -must 
have been suspended, at les.sl.for a season 
The Poslmasler General had no power to 
make him any other compensation than the 
postages on mail matter, which he might 
carry. 
It, was known at the lime these 


postages would fall far short of an adequate 
compensation as well as of the sum which 
ihe same service had previously cost ihe 
Government. Mr. Vnnderbilt, in a com- 
mendable spiril, waj wilting to rely upon 
ihe justice of Congress lo make up the 
deficiency, nnd I llierefore recommend that 
an t^ntopriation be granted for this purpose. 


I should do great injustice lo the Attor- 


ney General, were I to omil the mention of 
his distinguished services in the measures 
adopted ajid prosecuted for the defence of

Whether the counsel's of thc wise

we must have a Tariff, (something, in our 
opinion, against the interests ofthc North- 
West), we heartily coincide with tho Presi- 
dent that experience nnd sound policy alike 
demonstrate tlio importance of substituting 
specific instead of advoloram duties upon 
foreign importations.
